An  epidwmlc  of  measles  which  afi'ected  Highley  chiefly,  occurred  in 
the  first  six  months  of  the  year* 

A small  outbreak  ofdiphtheria  caused  ei^ht  cases  in  September  and 
necessitated  the  closure  of  Ohelmarsh  School*  All  except  one  were  admitted

A anall  outbreak  of  diphtheria  caused  eight  oases  In  September  and 
necessitated  the  closure  of  Chelmarsh  School.  All  except  one  were  admitted  to 
hospital.  There  were  no  deaths.  Two  were  iiv^lmrmnlsed  children.  Pour  were  not 
Imntunlsed  and  In  the  other  two  cases  although  they  were  stated  to  be  Immnlsed 
no  records  were  to  be  found.  The  first  oases  occurred  In  a family  who  had  been 
in  close  contact  with  a child  who  had  been  suffering  from  diphtheria  from  Peb. 
to  June  1942* 


Diphtheria  Prophylaxis* 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  the  work  of  Immunisation  against  diphtheria  was 
taken  over  by  the  County  Authority,  who  also  undertook  the  publioity  campaign. 
Considerable  progress  was  made  and  a largo  percentage  of  children  of  school  age  were 
tounlsed.  Less  Access  attended  the  efforts  with  regard  to  children  of  under-schocl 

Free  Immunisation  Is  now  given  to  children  of  under-school  ags  and  school 
children  up  to  15  yeare  of  age,  by  Medical  Officers  of  the  County  Authority,  elthar 
at  schools  or  Welfare  Centres.  ^ ^ 

When  parents  or  guardians  of  children  of  under-school  age  are  unable  to  take 
the  children  to  either  of  those  places  application  may  be  made  to  the  Medical 
Officer  of  the  Local  Authority  to  have  the  treatment  given  by  s.f<.  local  medical 
practitioner .

Forty-nine  oranplaints  were  received  during  Jhe  year  of  different  kinds,  all 
of  which  were  Inspected,  and  vjhere  required  .personal  interviews  were  made  on  the 
different  owners  ooncemed,  thereby  having  tho  necessary  work  carried  out  without 
any  further  action  being  taken  by  my  Council, 

Water  Supplies, 

During  the  year  repairs  of  various  natures  have  been  carried  out  to  two 
private  wells  and  twelve  public  wells,  so  as  to  remedy  the  supplies  from  being 
Insidequate  and  to  protect  the  water  from  contamination.
